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THE FLORA OF ATTINGHAM 


Introduction 


From 1968 wtil its closure in 1975 a series of botanical courses 

for beginners was rum by the Shropshire Adult College at Attingham. 

The first was a popular week-end on the flora of Shropshire as a whole, 
but from this developed the idea that future courses. should concentrate 
on a thorough study of a more limited area. As Attingham is itself set 
in the centre of 600 acres of park land, the Park was a natural choice 
for the study area and during the four summers from 1969 to 1972 
successive parties conducted a survey which took in all the easily 


accessible areas. 


The House and Park are National Trust property, but whilst the 
latter is-a setting for the former, the management of the Park is 
related to-the needs of agriculture, forestry, the rearing of game and 
the maintenance of a fine herd of fallow deer in the Deer Park on the 
east side of the River Tern. For this reason access to some parts of 
the area was not possible at all times of the year. Some parts have 
only been visited once, and:in general the eastern half has been less 
well covered than the western. A record of the coverage is included 


in Table I, p. iv. 


Whilst contributing to the Flora was a goal and a stimulus for the 
: participants, the main objective was to learn to identify the wild 
plants found growing in the Park, and learn them in such a way that 
those involved would have a solid base from which to continue their 


studies in other parts of Britain when they returned home. Thus much

time was spent in examining plants, practising the use of keys and 


understanding the most important points of identification. 


Furthermore, the recording itself was part of the instruction. 
Each participant maintained their own field record card and soon 
became familiar with scientific names as these were the main medium 


of communication. 


Nevertheless this Flora has been the result of an average of 
20 pairs of eyes scanning a square mile of England for 12 days, and 
Attingham Park must now be recognised as one of the best botanised 


areas in the world.

Physical features of the Park 
; oe oer 4 


Attingham Park lies north of the A5, some four miles east of 
Shrewsbury where the southward-flowing R. Tern joins the R. Severn. 
The River Tern, which rises on the Staffordshire border near the 
village of Woore twenty-two miles to the north-east, divides the 
Park into two and its pools and bridge provide major features of the 


views from the House. 


The land between the tvo rivers in the western half of the Park 
is almost flat and is about 150 ft above sea level but rises gently 
to the north west of the House to reach about 180 ft at the boundary. 
There is a much steeper gradient on the east side of the River Tern 
where the land rises quite perceptibly to a long ridge parallel to 


the river. 


The soils of the Park are mainly of fluvio-glacial origin and 
vary with the proportions of silt, sand and gravel which were deposited. 
In general those on the west side are siltier whilst dry and often 
quite sandy soils are found on the east side, particularly on the slope 
leading to the ridge. More recent alluvial soils are found in the 


narrow flood plain of the River Tem. 


A feature of the Park is the number of ponds and damp hollows : 
several persist on both sides of the river. Rainfall in the Shrewsbury 
area is only about 25 in. per annum and in dry summers the exposed 
margins of these ponds develop into an important habitat attractive 


to botanists and cattle alike. 


The petential of the visual attractions of the site were realised 
by Humphrey Repton who in 1797 was asked by the second Lord Berwick to 
undertake the landscaping of the Park. His plans, prepared in 1797, 
were largely completed, but suffered from neglect over the years, and 
the National Trust is now carrying out a planting and clearance scheme 
which will gradually restore the Reptons' original concept. So for 
almost 200 years the Park has been intensively managed and many native 
and exotic trees and shrubs have been planted. Little of the former 
woodland survives, though there are remnants beside the River Tern where 
“ it enters the Park on the north side. These extensive introductions 
make the interpretation of the status of plants in the Park peculiarly 


hazardous. 


Recording the plants 


In order to make a thorough study and ensure that all corners of 
the Park were visited it was divided into areas labelled A-N. Area K 
was subsequently subdivided into Kl and K2 giving 15 compartments in all. 
These divisions were chosen in relation to the main topographical 
features of the Park. They are not equal in area 
as GandI, are three times the size of the smallest, H. However, most 
of the smaller areas have a wide range of habitats and equal or even 


outweigh the larger, duller Gvisions in botanical interest. 


The courses normally worked as @ single unit devoting ha’f a day to 
as many divisions as gossible during the three or four days which they 
lasted. So within the 12 days the courses investigated the Park every 
division was visited at least once and several, such as D in which the 
House lies, on many occasions. As explained above even cover was not 
possible and some areas on the east side may still remain under- 
recorded. Table I shows the dates when visits were made to each 
division : it includes in brackets some visits which were less than 


half a day or were made by only one or two members of 2 course.

On each visit to a division of the Park the members of the course were 
recording three things : the species present, the frequency of the species, and 
the habitat in which they were found. The species were listed on Biological 
Records Centre 'Midlands' plant cards, the so called 'Trust' version with two 
columns beside the names: one column was used for frequency, the other for 


habitat. 


The frequency symbols used were 


r = rare (one individual only) 
o = occasional (2-3 individuals) 

f = frequent (thinly scattered) 

a = abundant (constantly in view) 
1 = locally (prefixed to f or a) 


Fleven habitats were recognised each of which was given a capital letter 


symbol as follows : 


= In water (ditches, ponds, streams, rivers) 
= By water (river bank and marsh) 

Woodland 

= Orchard 

= Arable

At the end of each day after all identifications had been checked, 
master cards for the divisions visited were prepared. FFom these each 
member of the course helped to compile a section of the species card 
index. One card exists for each of the species in the Flora which is 
a summary of all the observations made about it during the four years, 


and was used in the preparation of the account of each species. 


The offices of the Midlands Region of the Nature Conservancy Council 
are situated in the former stables to the north-west of the House. 
" Biologists on the staff have made a number of useful observations, 
especially of spring flowering plants the leaves of which had disappeared 
_ by. the-time our earliest meeting (June 5th) began. These observations are 


included in the Flora. 


The Flora 


a) Contents 

The list of species does not include all those which grow in 
the Park. A great veriety of exotic plants, particularly trees and 
shrubs, have been introduced. As the object of the Gourses was to 
learn to identify species in the British flora these exotics were not 
studied and even those which were identified have been excluded from 
the written account. However, introduced species which normally 
feature in Floras of the British Isles have been included : they have 


an asterisk before their scientific name: 


b) - Nomenclature 
The scientific names used follow almost entirely the Excursion 
Flora of the British Isles Edn.21948 by Clapham, A.R., Tutin, T.G. 
and Warburg, £.F. This was the standard work of reference used by 
all the courses and it would detract from their appreciation of the 


finished work to include recent name changes at this point. 


The English names are taken from English Names of Wild Flowers 
by Dony, J.G., Perring, F.H., and Rob, C.M. for reasons which need 


no explanation from me. 


ce) Arrangement 
The species are arranged in the order in which they appear in 


the Excursion Flora. 


The botanical divisions and their noteworthy plants 


A. <A mixed area of planted woodland with wide paths, but including a 
walled kitchen garden and another area, often fallow and very rich 
in weeds including the fumitory, Fumaria muralis subsp. boraei and 
the Cypress spurge, Huphorbia cyparissias, The old orchard to the 
north includes a number of. relics of former cultivation such as 
Californian poppy, Eschscholtzia, and a double-flowered form of 
the greater celandine, Chelidonium.majus, as well as the fascinating 


nineteenth centure bee-house.* o 


B. A major attraction of this area which is one of the richer botanically, 


is its long and relatively undisturbed frontage along the R. Tern. 
The rich bank flora includes Greater Yellow-cress, Rorippa amphibia, 


water chickweed, Myosoton, golden dock, Rumex maritimus and trifid 


pur-marigold, Bidens tripartita. At the northern end at the boundary 


of the Park the riverside woodland probably gives some impression of 
the former vegetation. A fringe of alder and white willow is: backed 
by ashwood with guelder-rose and a ground flora including bluebell 
and primrose. Dry banks have sanicle and the pignut Conopodium, as 
well as the bearded couch, Agropyron caninum which is a feature of 
the banks of the kK. Severn and its islands elsewhere in Shropshire, 


but occurs nowhere else in the Park. 


C, Though mainly of heavily grazed grassland and distrubed sites around 
the Farm-the pond and muddy marshes to the north of the buildings 
provide a variety of wet habitats and it was here that the hybrid 


rush Juncus acutiflorus X articulatus was detected.

Heavy trampling favours some speties, notably the lesser swine- 
eress, Coronopus didymus, and small-flowered crane's-bill, Geranium 


pusillum, both otherwise rare in the Park. 


That more plants have been recorded here than in any other division of 
the Park is in part a reflection cf the situation of the Adult College 
within it, so that it is the most heavily observed area, and in part 

an indication of its range of habitats : the river bank, the ungrazed 
(though often overmown) lawns, the planted woodland, a kitchen garden 
in the rear courtyard*, an arable field and, above all, the fine pond in 
its centre with a fringof flowering-rush, Butomus, and along its 
disturbed marshy margin a rare grass,orange foxtail, Alopecurus 
aequalis, here at its western limit in Britain. Greater yellow-cress, 
Rorippa amphibia, water chickweed, Myosoton, Golden dock, Rumex 
maritimus and trifid bur-marigold, Bidens tripartita have all been 
recorded along the bank of the river, from which however they may have 
disappeared, at least temporarily, during extensive flood-control, 

work which removed the weir above the bridge whilst creating a vista of 


a larger area of water from the House. 


In woodland near the House goldilocks buttercup, Ranunculus 
auricomus, is visible in spring and a hawkweed, Hieracium strumosum, 
also occurs. Notable weeds of garden beds include lesser swine-cress, 
Coronopus didymus, at the back of the House, and spring beauty, Montia 


perfoliata 2t the front and under the cedars. 


The lawns, perticularly that beside the College entrance, are fine 
examples of old grassland and contain such infrequent species as sand 
spurrey, Spegularia rubra, lesser hawkbit, Leontodon taraxacoides and 
trailing St. Johnis-wort, Hypericum humifusum ~ the last named being 
often the first named to new students as they assembled on the lawn at 


the beginning of a course. 


A rather dull part of the Park, xsinly well-grazed grassland. However, 
in the fringe of trees along the south side Autum crocus, Crocus 
nudiflorus, brightens the browns of September leaves, and in ditches 
two sweet-grasses, Glyceria declinata and G. x pedicellata have been 


found.

Although this area, like E and G is mainly well-grazed grassland, 
it does include a small but valuable habitat, the pond and woodland 
to the left of the drive half way between the entrance to the Park and 
the House. The ditch on the east side has abundant pink water-speedwell, 
Veronica catenata, and both species of water-cress, Rorippa nasturtium~ 
aquaticum and R. microphylla. Cyperus sedge Carex pseudocyperus 
occurs in a ditch where tubular water-dropwort, Oenanthe fistulosa 
may also be found. The outstanding plant however, and one of the most 
unexpected, was a single specimen of northern marsh-orchid, Dactylorhiza 


purpurella found in a damp hollow in the western meadow on 7 June 1970. 


This is the dullest section of the Park west of the river. Less than 
7O species have been recorded which is only about half the average 
found in A, B, C, D and F. A few ditches and scattered trees are 
the only relief from the monotony of a heavily grazed table land. 

As the superb view from the front of the House looks across this area 
its landscape value has long had priority. Botanists are likewise 
advised that this area is best enjoyed from the terrace of the House, 


preferably with glass in hand. 


Though the smallest division of the Park it has a varied flora, mainly 
because it covers the river and both of its banks which are steep at 
this point, and an area of mixed woodland, which despite disturbance, 
and much recent felling, still contwins much of interest. It was here 
too that in July 1969 a special study was made of the flora of the 
pollarded willows on the last side of the river : 28 different species 


were found growing as epiphytes of Salix alba and S. fragilis, 


including Alliaria, Angelica, Symphytum and Carex remota. Pale willow 


herb, Epilobum roseum, which is rarely recorded in Shropshire was also 


found in this unusual habitat. 


Apart from the river-bank plants which this area has in common 
with other divisions bordering the river, greater yellow-cress, Rorippa 
amphibia, trifid bur-marigold, Bidens tripartita and flowering-rush, 
Butomus, its outstanding feature in early summer is the profusion of 
river water-crowfoot, Ranunculus fluitans, which turns the surface of 


the water white.

This division of the Park is not well known and would merit 
further investigation. Despite being named Botany Bay Plantation 
it still contains elements of the former woodland : it has the 
only recorded locality for wood-sorrel, Oxalis acetosella and for 
climbing fumitory, Corydalis claviculata. It also has Bugle, 
Ajuga reptans, in common with B across the river. The river bank © 
itself is the only other habitat and here Greater yellow-cress, 
Rorippa amphibia, has been recorded. Doubtless other bank species 


also occur. 


Another plantation, in the most distant part of the Park from the 
House. The only habitats are the plantation itself and the grassy 
rides. Only 70 species have been found but these suggest that the 
original woodland ground flora was a classical Endymion - Holcus ~ 
Pteridium, characteristic of sandy soils under oak. All three species, 


bluebell, creeping soft-grass and bracken, are abundant here. 


This marshy meadow lies almost entirely in the flood plain of the 
river. Besides its river frontage it has a long north-south ditch 
running through it and these combine to make it the best area for 
aquatic and marsh species in the Park. The usual bank plants, 
Rorippa amphibia, Bidens tripartita and Butomus, all occur and are 
jointed by water horsetail, Fquisetum fluviatile, whilst arrowhead, 
Sagittaria sagittifolia, shows its leaves and flowers to best 
advantage on this side of the river. The ditch contains a fine 
selection of rushes, common spike-rush, Eleocharis palustris, and 
the hybrid sweet-grass, Glyceria x pedicellata, one of whose parents, 
G. plicata, has yet to be found in the Park. Marsh ragwort, Senecio 


aquaticus, occurs but is not known elsewhere. 


Though scarcely a Himalayan mountain the slope up from the flood 
plain is a significant feature of this large open grassland area. 
The dry west-facing sandy slope provides a habitat unique in the 
Park and of interest in Shropshire as a whole. It is here that 
the rare and often overlooked lesser chickweed, Stellari2a pallida 
occurs, With trailing St. Jonn's-wort, Hypericum humifusum, sand 


spurrey, Spergularia rubra, knotted clover, Trifolium striatum,

Bird's-foot, Ornithopus perpusilius and early hair-grass, Aira 


praecox. 


On the flat ground at the top of the ridge several wet depressions 
occur and between them provide the richest habitats for sedges in the 
Park ; no less than seven are recorded including Carex acuta, acuti- 
formis, demissa, flacca, hirta, ovalis and remota. It is this area 


which has the only known site of marsh speedwell, Veronica scutellata, 


Apart from areas of dry grassland and open woodland containing 
some of the species characteristic of Ke the most important habitat 
is a drying-out pond around and within which the following marsh and 
aquatic plants have been recorded : narrow buckler-fern, Dryopteris 
carthusiana, intermediate water-starwort, Callitriche intermedia 
subsp. pedunculata, fine-leaved water-dropwort, Oenanthe aquatica, 


water-violet, Hottonia palustris and bladder-sedge, Carex vesicaria. 


It would be most satisfying if this pond was now found to contain 
hornwort, Ceratophyllum submersum, in memory of one of the stalwarts 
of the courses, Sidney Horne, who fell in here, taking immersion in 


botany too literally. 


These riches compensate for what is otherwise a dull area with 


fewer species recorded than any other division of the Park, 


Though mainly an area of open grassland the number of species is 
high for the east side of the Park because of the addition of a small 
wooded pond containing Oenanthe aquatica and Carex pseudocyperus, 
and of an area of derelict huts (now ‘tidied’ up) around which hound's- 
tongue, Cynoglossum officinale and weld, Reseda luteola, used to grow. 
Several other species occur which are not known elsewhere in the Park 
including perforate St. John's-wort, Hypericum perforatum, square- 
stalked willow-herb, Epilobium adnatum and goat's-beard, Tragopogon 


minus. 


Another area of monotonous open grassland relieved only by small 
wooded areas and damp depressions. The flora is poor : in addition 
to the dry grassland species Stellaria pallida and Cynoglossum 


officinale, the only noteworthy species is a solitary crab apple, 


Halus sylvestris, in the boundary hedge, not detected elsewhere in 


the Park. 


Conclusion 


No account of the flora or any other subject related to Attingham 
would be complete without reference to the College itself - it 
rapidly became to the botanists, as it has to so many others, much 
more than just a centre from which to work. Of course the food was 
good and the beds comfortable and our every need for books, bottles, 
benches and blackboard were met by the smiling and happy staff - and 
they still smiled when we left them to remove the boxes of ‘hay' 
which is the visible sign that a botany course has been in residence. 
But any well-run hostel could have provided as much. What. Attingham 
achieved for us was an atmosphere which loosened the joints of the 
mind so that. the whole of our time there was rewarding, not just the 


botanical hours. 


Mealtimes were a special delight - morning and evening we mixed 
with other courses - mainly archaeologists and historians by name, 
but all people with ideas, ideas to exchange. For the botanists, 
though, there was the special privilege of picnics in the Park 
beneath the shade of a spreading oak at the junction of two divisions 


between the explorations of morning and afternoon. 


Finest of all perhaps was the year we shared the House with young 
musicians who on the final evening produced & Mozart Piano Concerto 
to enliven our spirits. A special memory for me for whilst they 


played I was summoned away to attend the birth of my daughter, Emma, 


Yet whilst I write these lines at Attingham during another botanical 
course investigating the flora of Shropshire, it is with the painful 
knowledge that it must be the last course : that despite the contri- 
bution the College has made to the cultural life not just of Shropshire 
but of the country as a whole, the County Council Will no longer 
continue to give it the financial support it needs to survive, so 


that before the end of 1975 it will have closed. 


All participants in the botanical courses held at Attingham will, 
I am sure, wish to record their sorrow at this decision, and hope 
that, when better times return, the College will reopen its doors 


to them and the many friends they made during the eight years 1968-1975.
